Washington, D. C., Dec. 18.—An 
earthquake déscribed as “ very severe "’ 
was recorded today on the seismograph 
at Georgetown university, beginning at 
10:37 a. m. and continuing until about 
noon. Father Tondorf of the univer- 
sity’s scientific staff estimated the di- 
rection as south of Washington, and 
the distance as approximately 2,509 
miles from this city. 

Think Quake in Central America. 

St. Louis, Mo., Dec. .18.—Severe 
earth shocks were recorded here this 
morning by the St. Louis university 
seismograph, beginning at 9:37 a. m. 
and lasting until 10:28 a.m. The great- 
est intensity was recorded at 9:42 
o'clock, , St. Louis university authori- 
ties described the earthquake as 
dbout 1,700 miles southwest, and prob. 
ably in Central America.

Since Lindenfeld fled to Poland in 
March he has visited Moscow, where 
he spent six weeks conferring with 


ale. While in Russia he was received 
by Nicolai Lenin and Leon Trotzky, to 
both of whom he related the details of 
the Wall street-explosion. Both ap- 
proved of the methods employed by the 
New York terrorists warring on capi- 
talism. Both regretted-the Wall street 
bomb attempt failed in its main pur- 
pose, according to what the police say 
they learned from Lindenfeld. 

Lindenfeld informed Lenin of his 
plans and preparations for a prole- 
tariat revolution which would sweep 
the United States and later Canada, 
overthrowing both governments. 

Among prominent bolsheviki he met 
in Moscow was Bill Haywood, who now 
is en route to Mexico, Lina@nfeld de- 
clared. 

Plot in Poland. 

‘Another report which aroused con- 
siderable optimism in the Third Inter- 
nationale was Lindenfeld’s message 
from Warsaw that a communist revo- 
lution was planned for Poland next 
February. 

Lindenfeld gave Polish authorities 
the names and addresses of five men 
directly responsible for the bomb out- 
rage. One of these was a blacksmith 
who designed and constructed the in- 


gan. This man accompanied Linden- 
feld to Warsaw in March, but later 
entered soviet Russia via Dantzig and 
Riga. He returned to New York, 
where he is said to be living with a 
sweetheart whom he brought from 
Russia. His legitimate wife is in War- 
saw.

“The United States Supreme court 
has held that ‘where entrance is ob- 
tained by stealth, illegal threat Jr 
show of force amounting to coercion. 
any evidence so-procured is not ad. 
missable agaigst the defendant in 
criminal prosecutions.’ That precluded 
the convietion without a warrant first 
being issued.”

On the other hand, the 
‘application of the principle of 
status quo, the only basis upon which 
it was possible to reach an agreement 
between Great Britain, Japan, and our- 
Belves, would fix the ratio between 
France and Italy as 3 to 2, approxi- 
mately. If Italy insists the conference 
as a whole will have to invalidate the 
fundamental principle advanced by Mr. 


#iughes and accepted by all in the early 


stages of the negotiations, Moreover, 
modern developments in submarine und 
g@erial warfare will give Italy consider- 
ably greater immunity against aggres-

View of Each Nation. 

Of course from its own standpoint 
the interests of each nation are at lvast 
equal to the interests of any other na- 
tion, and considering the question of 
limitation of armaments from this an- 
gle only the ratio allowed should be uni 
versal equality.

Man’s first attempt at permanency of residence 
came when as the provider for a family he found 
work and sustenance year a place to sleep and 
take shelter. When families grouped fogether ir 
a clan or tribe where they could have protection 
and shelter and win food a community had been 
established. 

Towns and then cities grew, but the permanence 

of residence changed its character. Man did not 
live in one spot because that was where he could | 
find both shelter and food. He had to go else 
where for his food or have it brought to him. 

He lived in the city to manufacture and to trade 
and there society developed most of its complexi- 
ties and came to most of its attainments. 

So long as security demanded hourly precautions 
the walled city was the refuge of the countryside. 
People might live outside the walls, but upon alarm 
they fied within them, and the city was the over- 
lord of the country, although it depended upon the 
country for its subsistence. 

City states developed, but all were short lived. 
They had culture and commerce, conducted wars 
and had great periods but short ones. As the 
Roman empire grew the importance of the city 
diminished. Later emperors, coming from Asia 
Minor, Africa, and from European provinces, paid 
little attention to it except to give a mock respect 
to the tradition of the Roman senate. The city 
state, as has been proved wherever it has arisen, 
is not founded on enduring principles, 

The city maintains financial, commercial, indus- 
trial, and cultural supremacy, but it cannot main- 
tain political supremacy. This is so true in the 
United States particularly that political capitals 
are’ not found in the metropolitan cities but in 
smalier cities closer to the rural and town life of 
the nation. 

Towns were in their beginnings and are now 
even in their metropolitan expression crossroads. 
They are where many currents cross, where rail- 
rdfids meet and ship lines radiate. They are no 
longer necessary for the defense of the land. They 
are assets to be defended. People once fied into 
a city to defend themselves. They now go out to 
defend the city. 

The political incompetency of a city is caused 
partly by the great diversity of interests, ambi- 
tions and activities within a city. City people 
are less occupied with politics than rural people 
because they are more occupied with other

We cite these facts not because they are unusual . 
in the experience of editors of powerful news- 
papers but rather because they are not. It is vie. | 
cause they are not unusual that they have an, 
ominous significance. The protest of a foreign 
office is, of course, in line with European practice, | 
for there the press is habitually under official dis- 
cipline and restraint. But the recurrent protests 
of partisans in our own country against publicity 
which they deem unfavorable to their @pecial in- 
terests reveal a tendency inconsistent with Ameri- 


can principle. 


_ Every protest ts, of course, justified by its maker 
on high grounds, We are told that the public&tion 
of this fact or that opinion is injurious to morals 
or to business or to the public weal. ae 

It does not seem to occur to these well meaning 
partisans that publicity is the duty of the news- 
paper. It does not seem to occur to them that 
censorship of opinion or suppression of news is 
not a duty of editors, nor a right nor a privilege; 
but, on the contrary, is a usurpation or a breath of 
duty. 

Editors, indeed, are charged by offended parti- 
sans with censorship and suppression at the same 
time that other offended partisans charge them 
with failure to censor or suppress. It depends | 
upon whose ox is gored. | 

This doubtless is all very human. But we think 
if the American system is to survive there must 
be more respect for free axpression and a good 
deal less of the disposition to refuse publicity to 
dissent and disagreement. We find that men and 
women who cherish the most lofty principles and 
ideals, in theory at least, and are ready to rebuke 
the press for shortcomin§fs of partiality or parti- 
Sanship, are readiest to call upon us to suppress 
facts or opinions of which they. disapprove. The 
clergyman and the college professor and the zeal- 
ous reformer are constantly complaining because 
our pages are not edited in the interest of their 
special views. 


a 


Of course, editorship involves and implies selec- 
tion and elimination, since the physical and time 
limits of a newspaper are inexorable. But since 
there must be rejection and choice, it does not’ 
follow that we are justified in censorship and sup- 
pression. The aim of conscientious editorship and 
its duty is balance and representativeness, and 
while editors, being human, must err and fall | 
short of the attainment of this ideal, those who are 


thoughts. A city seldom tries to gain a political 
advantage over the surrounding country. It 4s 
more likely to ignore its own political security. 

Fear of great cities as it prevails or is supposed 
to prevail in country districts may be based upon 
the instinct to fear great masses of people who 
seem capable of joint action instantaneously. A 
city population is regarded as a potential mob. 
Its pmasses 
can get common direction under an impulse. It 
seems unstabl: and dangerous. 

‘A great city in Amerid&n civilization contairs 
many colonies of foreign born people and people 
of foreign extraction. The country districts fear 
or say they fear them. The country districts, 
where life is nearly uniform; are opposed to the. 
city, where life is varied and customs are different. 
_ Many reasons can be found for the country) 
political opposition to the city, but the best is 
probably the desire of country politicians to par- 
ticipate in the distribution of city wealth. 

With the various incentives there is constantly. 
an effort in a state in which there is a great city 
to cripple the city politically, deprive it of free- 


dom, impose upon it a state domination and :o 


tax its wealth without granting it equality in rep- 
resentation. 


This was successful in New York, where the city 
with 60 per cent of the state’s population and 
paying 73 per cent of the taxes finds itself with 
40 per cent representation in the legislature ani 
subjected to ripper laws which aim to deprive it 
of control of its utilities and police. New York is 
rebelling against this just as Ireland rebelled 
against Great Britain. 

It is pressed by two evils, a denial of equal 
representation in state law making and a denial 
of home rule in its own affairs. Americans will 
not tolerate this double injustice. A city might 
accept restriction in the state in exchange for 
great freedom in its own conduct. It might accept 
state control with fair representation. But the two 
denials will make rebels. 

We do not believe that a city should be a city 
state. The world’s experience proves that they 

. are failures. We believe that city life should have 
the conservative balance of country life. We be 
lieve that the most stable state has the two ele- 
ments in equitable counterpoise. But we know 
that a city will not tolerate the double injustice 
which is attempted tn New York. 

It will be attempted here and we warn the citt- 
vens who try it that it is dangerous. The Ameri- 
can nation was produced by rebellion against such 

. injustice and the principle of rebellion is alive 
now. Before New York was brought under state 
control troops had to be used and if it had not been 
for the civil war the city might have fought for 
its rights. 

Chicago would not submit to state control which 
denied fair representation to the city in the legis- 
lature and then imposed the state upon the city 
local. government, taking away from it the utill- 
ties, the police and the various departments of 
government. This would be a political slavery to 
whieh Americans will not submit. ee 
If Chicago’s representation is unimpaired state 

control will be tolerated. Even if an injustice 

were done the city by the state legislature the 

Chicago citizen would reflect that he merely had 

been outvoted and he would strive to get rid of 
the injustice by ordinary political methods. 

If he knew the injustice had been done him be- 

cause he first had been disfranchised and deprived 

of representation he would fight to relieve himself 


responsible and conscientious try constantly to’ 
attain it. 


American principle demands a free press and 
denies to the supreme powers of government the 
right to censor. But if the government shall not 
censor, what authority has an editor to do so? 
Of course, he has no such authority. Select he 
must, since the body of fact and opinion is too| 
great to be presented within the limits of any pub- 
lication. But it is his highest duty that he shall 
select, not censor, or, in other words, that he shall! 
not suppress facts or opinions because he does not 
approve them or because any partisan does not 
approve them. 

In the degree that the press follows this course, 
all deserving causes and all\interests of the com- 
mon weal will find in publicity their chief support 
and salvation. 


O'CONNOR PROVES NEED OF 
STATE POLICE. 


Discovery of the body of a murdered man in a 


victim was the same man who had a few hours 
earlier forced a farmer at the point of a gun to 
give him and two companions food, ahd the police 
theory that the man was an active, if unwilling, 
assistant in the flight of Tommy O’Connor, again 
emphasizes the need of a state police organiza- 
tion. | 

With such an organization, .which could have 
been mobilized and thrown across every road lead- 
ing out of Chicago within an hour of O’Connor’s 
escape from jail, the fugitive murderer could never : 
have left the city. That would have so limited his. 
possible refuges that eventual capture would have. 


‘been virtually certain. As it was, the search must 


be extended to every city and state in the Union. 


His chances of making good his escape are multi- 
plied by thousands. 

With a state police organization, even if he had 
gotten out of the city before a complete cordon 
could be thrown across the roads, hé would be 
forced to run one gantlet after another. The 
chances of his holding up a farmer for food would 
have been reduced to a minimum if he had known 
that the moment he left the place the farmer could 
telephone the state police and have all roads within 
a radius of twenty miles under guard within a few 
minutes. The chances of murdering his chauffeur 
on the highway and stopping to throw the body 
over a bridge would have been correspondiggly 
reduced if the road on which he was moving had 
been patrolled by efficient state police. : 

Similar illustrations of the need of state police, 
though perhaps few quite so spectacular as the 
O'Connor flight, are to be found in the news almost 
daily. Eventually the public will force the realiza- 
}tion of this need upon the legislature and it will 
be provided for. The sooner it is done the less will 
be the chance of fugitive murderers roaming the 
highways, holding up farmers and killing chauf- 
feurs.

An ordinary electrical current could do 
it, but the amount of pain contraction | 
and electrolytic action from a current 
strong enough to heat up the body is 
unendurable. 

Experimenters found that by reversing 
the current of electricity 5,000 times in a 
second considerable heating could be ac- 
complished. 

If the current were reversed 10,000 
times in a second they could heat further 
without causing pain or contractions. 

Now they have it up to 500,000 breaks 
and reversals in the current in a sec- 
ond, and, using apparatus designed ac- 
cordingly, they are able to heat the body, 
to cause fever, to cauterize a cancer and 
warts, and to treat certain diseases with 
satisfaction and without causing more 
than a loca! redness. 

This kind of treatment its called dia- 
thermy, because it ig a heating through 
process, in that, differing from the local 
application of heat, it is the deep tissues 
which heat up, and not the electrodes or 
any other part of the electrical appa- 
ratus. 

And now what are some of the physi- 
ological effects of diathermy? 

It lowers the pufse rate and the blood 
pressure and warms up the body. It 
causes the lungs to take in less oxygen 
and to give off less carbonic acid gas. 

And in the treatment of what conditions 
is it used? : 

Persons who feel cold on slight provo- 
cation, who develop cold feet and cold 
hands, and who say they have poor cir- 
culation, are said to be made «nore com- 
fortable by diathermy treatments. 


It will slow the pulse in some condi- 
tions of which rapid pulse is a symptom. 
It will lower the blood pressure by some

My advice is that you use neither sugar nor 
saccharine

sweetness of fiavor in your foods it is not, 
probable that\ you will stick to any diet.

85 per cent of all crimes must be at- 
tributed to veterans of the world war, 
who in overwhelming majority did not 
enter the army in a spirit of frenzied 
zeal, but under bitter compulsion of law. 
The fact cannot be disputed for a mo- 
ment that the war has completely ruined 
America’s social and economic order. Of 
course, want is responsible for some of 
the present lawlessness, but only in 
small measure. Far stronger than want 
is the after effect of the seven fat years 
which America @njoyed from the begin- 
ning of the bloody munitiéns-neutrality 
of Wilson. The people became accus- 
tomed to rich wages easily obtained and 
seek them now in the manner which 
pleases theni most—with the crowbar on 
the dwelling door or with the -revolver 
on the street. 

But the army, far from being a hotbed 
of patriotic virtue, was quite evidently 
an excellent preparatory school for the 


fostering of this inclination, at least 
among the millions who did not at ali 
learn to understand the seriousness of 
the war, but sneaked about the training 
camps or among the halting places in 
France. 

The American Legion goes abovt ped- 
dling the claim that it embodies the 
cream of the nation. It seeks to create 
the belief that it unites in itself the best 
and noblest elements of the American 
péople, that it is dédicated to unseifirh 
devotion to its American fellow citizens, 
and that the mother country owes it an 
especial reverence because it so spon- 
taneously and readily sprang to her de- 
fense.

Those who in 1917 (as preyiously in the 
years of American neutrality) voluntari- 
ly took up arms were quite other than 
the cream, they were simply the refuse 
of the nation. 

Those who had really adopted the 
trade of war as a means of earning a 
living were the best among them and 
even they were, almost without excep- 
tion, tramps, vagabonds, and bums, who 
did not form any particularly brilliant 
guard of honor for the starry banner. 
With them stood the many, all too many, 
who had worn the prison stripes. 

Of this caliber were the overwhelming 
majority of the volunteers of the year

What are “certificates of indebted-

What lawyer, if any, advised that

warrants, and to be redeemed by war- 
rants issued in anticipation of taxes 
levied for the year 1921, the said tax 
warrants to be issued as soon as it is 
lawful for the city of Chicago to issue 
same.”’
